SILENT UNITY 





ILENT UNITY receives many requests for 
prayers for others. A mother wants us to 
pray for her child, a wife wants us to pray 

for her husband, a sister wants us to pray for a 
brother; we are asked to pray for friends, for co- 
workers, for in-laws, even for those who are 
strangers to the person making the request. 

Of all the letters that come to Silent Unity ex- 
pressing bewilderment over the writer’s failure to 
receive an answer to his prayers, the majority seem 
to concern prayers that are requested for some- 
one else. 

What does Silent Unity tell those who have 
prayed for someone else, but to no avail? The 
assurance we give them is that in ways we cannot 
understand our prayers have an effect for good on 
the one for whom we pray. Even though it does 
not seem that any progress has been made, still 
there is a spirit in everyone that is responsive 
to prayer, that feels the spiritual support of the 
prayers and faith of those who love him. 

We also call to the remembrance of the per- 
son who would help another through prayer that 
as much as he longs to help someone, he must 
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allow him freedom to find the light in his own 
way. His part is to stand by in love and faith, 
to keep praying. In spite of appearances he should 
never lose sight of the spiritual potentialities of 
the one for whom he prays, he should never let 
go of his belief in the presence and power of 
God in the midst of this person. 

Sometimes our prayers for another are not an- 
swered to our satisfaction, because we are at- 
tempting through our prayers to have him think 
or act or feel the way that we desire him to. 

Oftentimes a person writes to Silent Unity 
about how much he loves someone and requests 
prayer that this person will love him. While we 
have a right to pray about anything, we do not 
have a right to try to force or coerce anyone 
through our prayers. 

Love and affection cannot be forced, and we 
are usually disappointed when we try to force 
them. But if we feel unhappy, we should by all 
means pray. Someone has said that it is difficult to 
find happiness within, but that it is impossible to 
find it anywhere else. Prayer helps us to find 
peace of mind and inner contentment; prayer 
helps us to find the source of happiness within 
ourself. 

We should pray for happiness, but we should 
tread lightly where the happiness or freedom 
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of other persons is concerned. Love will come, 
happiness will come, our life can be adjusted 
harmoniously and satisfactorily—of this we may 
be sure. Growth and good come out of every 
situation. Even when we seem to love someone 
hopelessly and desperately and that person is not 
interested in us, still we can be the gainer. Whit- 
man said, “There is no unreturned love, the pay is 
certain one way or another.’’ Whenever we love, 
whenever we are selfless, whenever we feel deeply 
about a person or a situation, we have the oppor- 
tunity to grow, to gain in understanding; and 
the return comes to us in ways that we could not 
have imagined. 

Any time we are tempted to feel that prayer 
is useless, that God has forgotten us, we need 
only to turn to Him, and a feeling of strength and 
renewal will fill our heart. 

Our prayers never go unanswered, but some- 
times we do not recognize the answers until time 
gives us a new perspective. Who of us cannot 
look back and be grateful for the way our prayers 
were answered at some time in the past, when 
at the time we could not see the answer? God in 
us is our higher self; God in us is all wisdom, all 
love. God in us is our guide into our own highest 
good. God in the midst of our loved ones is their 
guide, their unfailing help. 
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Even when we cannot see how our prayers for 
ourself or for others will ever find fulfillment, 
our part is to trust Spirit within us and within 
those for whom we pray. Our part is to believe 
—to believe with all our heart—in the outworking 
of good. Our part is to know that even though 
we do not have the understanding at present to 
comprehend the whole, nothing is without reason 
and purpose. Life is an unfolding process, and 
we are created for peace and happiness, for health 
and well-being. 

Through the years Silent Unity has stood by in 
prayer while thousands of persons have valiantly 
worked out their problems. We have learned to 
read every letter with faith, no matter how dis- 
tressing or disheartening the words, for time and 
experience have taught us that there are no im- 
possible situations, that prayer always effects a 
change for the better in every life. We never 
hesitate to tell anyone to keep on praying. 

We are always able to say with sincerity and 
conviction: ““Do not give up, for no prayer goes 
unanswered. We are praying for your enlighten- 
ment, for your greater understanding of Truth. 

“God loves you and your dear ones. He is with 
you now. He is blessing you now. Your part is 
to keep the faith, to keep the high watch, to stand 
firm in the Truth that you know.”

Question: 1 believe that God can perform and 
has performed miracles. One of His greatest mir- 
acles was the creation of all nature—natural law 
—which goes eternally on its way regardless of 
any interference by man. But I am not so sure 
that man’s God-given immortality was ever in- 
tended by Him to be able to perform miracles, 
or that it is able to obstruct or change the work- 
ings of natural law. Of course, by working with 
natural law, we can make it do many things for 
us in a perfectly natural way. But can we make 
the sun stand still? Can we raise a person from 
the dead? Can we replace a lost leg, or arm, of 
lung? Can we make a crooked -nose straight? 

Answer: The usual definition of a miracle is “a 
violation of the laws of nature.” This is purely 
an arbitrary assumption on the part of those who 
cannot explain certain occurrences from their own 
experience. 

There is no warrant in the Scriptures for such 
definition. The word “miracle” is the ordinary 
translation of the Greek word semeion, which 
signifies ‘‘a sign.” 

A prophet signified his divine authority by a 
sign; that is, he produced results in an unusual 
way. No claim was made that the laws of nature 
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were violated. The power was invariably ascribed 
to God. Jesus said, “I can of myself do nothing.” 
“The Father abiding in me doeth his works.” 

So let us clearly understand that a miracle is 
not necessarily a violation of the laws of nature, 
nor was any such claim ever made by those who 
performed miracles. 


Yet we continue to regard any performance not 
right in line with average experience as somehow 
a violation of the laws of nature... . 

That ideas have substance and creative power 
we take with a grain of salt. Who ever saw an 
idea or felt its power? Surely no one who believes 
in the “inviolable laws of nature.” .. . 

The powers of heaven are right here in our 
midst today just as they were in the time of Elisha 
and his servant Gehazi. We have been taught that 
they are away off in some far distant heaven, and 
mentally looking for them there, we have failed 
to realize their presence in the room with us. We 
have also been taught that any intervention of 
these powers in our behalf was miraculous and 
that the day of miracles has passed away. We are 
learning however that it has passed away only 
as we have withdrawn our faith from the spirit- 
ual and centered it in the material. The prophets 
and apostles believed in the power of God to help 
them in all things, and through this faith they 
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awakened their spiritual natures until the world 
of primary causes became an active factor in their 
lives. They healed the sick, raised the dead, were 
released from prison in miraculous ways, and had 
hundreds of evidences of the power of omni- 
present Spirit. Among our people are thousands 
who accept this teaching as beautiful, but they 
have no faith in the power of this invisible realm 
within themselves. This is a wall of limitation, and 
it has prevented the demonstration of invisible 
aid again and again... . 

Jesus recognized that He was not an exceptional 
man, nor did He have superhuman abilities. He 
had simply recognized His place in the Godhead 
and developed those powers in Himself which are 
dormant within each one of us. He said, ‘He that 
believeth on me, the works that I do shall he do 
also; and greater works than these shall he do.” 

If He had been an exceptional creation or the 
possessor of powers not given to all men why 
should He claim that we were to exceed Him in 
the ability to manipulate the finer interior forces? 
Simply because He recognized the scientific rela- 
tion of mind and matier. He saw that it would 
eventually dawn upon man that he was related 
to both the within and the without; that he is a 
creature with a spiritual nature that needs but be 
awakened in order to make itself manifest in the 
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realm of effects. He knew that we should realize 
within ourselves the higher faculties and put them 
to use. This is the age He looked forward to, and 
we are the people He meant when He said, 
“Greater works . . . shall he do.” 
—Miracles and Laws of Nature; 
Charles Fillmore; Unity Magazine. 

Question: | am confused about Matthew, chap- 
ter 26, verses 26 and 27. “And as they were eating, 
Jesus took bread, and blessed, and brake it; and he 
gave to the disciples, and said, Take, eat; this is 
my body. And he took a cup, and gave thanks, and 
gave to them, saying, Drink ye all of it; for this 
is my blood of the covenant, which is poured out 
for many unto remission of sins.” 

Answer: The breaking of bread and the drink- 
ing of wine that outwardly constitute the Lord’s 
Supper are understood in their full spiritual im- 
port when one perceives the lesson that Jesus gave 
of the necessity for ‘eating’ and “drinking” His 
“flesh” and “blood.” 

Jesus likened this spiritual appropriation to the 
eating of bread and the drinking of wine. As 
bread is considered the “‘staff of life,” it symbolizes 
the spiritual substance, that which truly is the 
“body” of Christ. As wine is considered to be 
the essence or “blood” of the grape, it symbolizes 
the essence or spiritual life “blood” of Christ. 
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The ritual of communion, the partaking of the 
Lord's Supper, is a symbol of the spiritual process 
through which we go when we appropriate God 
substance and life. The symbol is useful so long 
as it serves to point man to the reality for which 
it stands. It is not the outward observance of com- 
munion that is of outstanding significance; it is 
the principle underlying the symbol that carries 
vital power to save and transform. 

While we at Unity do not follow the letter or 
form of the communion ritual, we do accept its 
spiritual meaning and perceive the necessity for 
spiritual communion. Those who do partake in its 
outer observance and understand its deeper mean- 
ing are sure to enjoy a spiritual quickening. 

The need for spiritual communion is implied 
frequently in Jesus’ teaching. If we are to lay 
hold on the good that God has prepared for us, 
if we are to rise to our native dominion as sons 
“of the Most High,’”” we must become transformed 
beings. We must learn to think, speak, and act 
from a new standpoint, one entirely unlike that 
from which the world thinks, speaks, and acts. We 
are not to be saved by continuing in a material 
consciousness; we are to make the consciousness 
of Jesus Christ our own. To have the Jesus Christ 
consciousness is to share His point of view, to 
make union with Him by following His com- 
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mandments in thought and act. The necessity for 
spiritual communion was Jesus’ last instruction, 
His parting declaration that man must turn from 
the material life that ends in death and appro- 
priate the spiritual life that is eternal. 

We have true communion with Jesus Christ 
when we recognize God’s presence and power and 
realize our oneness with Him. Communion has 
as its purpose the linking of our life with God's 
divine plan of perfection. We truly imbibe the 
life of Jesus Christ, partake of His Spirit and ap- 
propriate as our own His thoughts, His love, 
His peace, His forgiveness when we believe that 
we inherit all good and daily affirm our sonship 
to Him. 

There is strong reason for believing that Jesus’ 
use of the symbols of bread and wine was to point 
out the necessity for daily appropriation of spirit- 
ual life and substance, comparable to the daily 
eating of food. How meaningful would be our 
every meal if we ate and drank in the realization 
that we need not only material food but spiritual 
food as well! For thus to imbibe spiritual inspira- 
tion is to become transformed and transfigured 
spiritually and to accept our true birthright of 
freedom and joy.
